The  requirements  for  entrance  and  for  graduation  as  set  forth  in  the 
college  catalog  are  in  accordance  with  the  nublished  regulations 
of  the  National  Association  of  Schools  of  Music. 


EXTENSION    STUDY 

1.  The  Mississippi  Southern  College  is  anxious  to  serve  the 
Teachers  of  Mississippi  through  extension  classes.  Arrangements 
have  been  made  to  offer  by  extension  any  course  included  in 
the  regular  college  schedule  on  condition  that  satisfactory  library 
and  laboratory  facilities  are  available.  In  the  Departments  of 
Health,  English,  Education,  Psychology,  History,  and  Social 
Science,  it  is  possible  to  offer  a  number  of  courses  without  special 
library  arrangements  other  than  those  available  through  the  Col- 
lege. Those  interested  in  arranging  for  extension  classes  in  centers 
convenient  for  them  should  write  to  the   Director   of  Extension. 

2.  Any  person  qualified  to  profit  by  an  extension  course  may 
be  admitted  to  the  classes  for  non-credit  study.  However,  those 
Vv'ho  expect  college  credit  for  a  course  must  meet  regular  admission 
requirements. 

3.  Extension  classes  spend  the  same  number  of  hours  in  reci- 
tation as  are  required  for  the  same  course  taken  in  residence.  No 
extension  class  may  meet  for  more  than  four  hours  in  one  week, 
or  four  hours  in  one  day.  No  extension  course  may  continue  after 
the  opening  of  the  second  term  of  the  spring  quarter. 

4.  All  extension  classes  will  be  taught  by  regular  college  in- 
structors.
